In a statement issued by the 
Social Credit Club in' the Ubyssey 
today, the Club's representatives 
said that 'Thompson was fired' be- 
cause of this alleged' anti-Semitic

athletics. For years pages of newsprint have 
been wasted encouraging , the; glowfigSUbn of 
football heros arid -fostering a ■'few^; highly 
trained team? whileXthe majority of the stud- 
ents grow slothful and flabby getting no more 
exercise than by daily winding their watches. 
CUnfortunately self-winding watches arc en- 
croaching upon even this form of athletics). 

In Thursday's McGill Daily some seven 
^Jumns were devoted to sports while 15' 
lojumns were devoted to other topics, exclud- 
ing advertising. This implies that the editorial 
staff considers sport almost half as important 
as the combined ncademic, cultural, political 
and religious activities of a normal university.
